The constant inter-play of concepts from depth psychology as a means of 
literary intcrprotation and the uso of litcrary matorial to dovelop and ox- 
plain the oldor and nowor ideas in depth psychology is implicit in much of tho 
literature on "both sides of the fonec.”

Periodicals and Indices 


When we come to oxamine the litorature in the periodical fiold, we find 
that most of the work is to be found in publications devoted to psychology 
rather than to literary scholarship. The cffocts on psychological criticism 
of publication in primarily clinical journals havo not yet been assossed,. 
Most obviously, vocabularly is affoctud. It may well be that a considerable 
amount of the hostility to psychological criticism can be traced to a dislike 
of “jargon,” although tho vocabularly thus objected to by tho general roador 
is not out of placo in the profossional journal where the criticism appeared, 


Less obvious but perhaps more influontial is tho slanting of tho criti- 
cism which comes from the preoccupation of the critic. Tho clinician is 
necessarily conecornod with the primary process and with those secondary. 
elaborations which "distort." To many genoral roadors, the clinically pro- 
occupied critic scoms ongaged in an exercise in reduction of the artist or 
art-work to bald -- often dismaying -- diagnostic catogorics. 


The literary critic -- as distinguishod from the clinical, be ho doctor 
of philosophy or doctor of modicine -- my woll make his signal contribution 
to this new critical discipline through a preoccupation with socondary clabor- 
ation, with what Lowes called "tho shaping spirit of tho imagination." This 
does not mean that the critic would mako loss use of tho insights and toch- 
niques of dcpth psychology, Tho change would bo a chango of omphasis, togoth- 
er with the inclusion of specific training in litorary history and literary 
techniques which are the woalth of the litorary critic. 


These gucstions are not unrelated to tho difficultics of members of our 
group who scek to placo articlos and books, What matters for present purposes 
of bibliography, however, is that writing in our ficld is much moro froquently 
to be found in Imago, in Complex, and in the many clinical journals than in 
PMLA or The Scholar. 


The material of the clinic®2] journals is indexed in the Quartorly Cumu- 
lativo Indox Medicus (available in New York City in tho main reading rooms of 
the Now York Public Library and the New York Academy of Medicine). Books are 
indexed undor authors; articles, in o single alphabet, are to be found undor 
author and subject. The restriction to clinical journals is 4 limitation, 
though not a roally scrious one for the adventurous, Nono of the following 
articles would bo indexod in the Indox Modicus:

Could it be useful in helping @ group such as ours to arrive at mothods? at 
hypotheses? at standards? iiight it suggest other, less obviously "psycho- 
logical" novelists, dromatists, and poets for study?

means directing as much attention as possible to the application of dy~ 
namic psychology in literary intorprotatione 


ly feeling, and I boliovo the feeling of tho psychiatrie teachers I 
have known here in Topeka who are woll infomed about literature and cri= 
tically interested in it, 1s that the use of twontioth-contury psychiatric 


knowledge in criticism is on the whole prinitivo, fragmentary, and hap= 


hazardly motivated. Criticism written by psychoanalysts tonds to te vory 
narrow in its purpose and lacking in the insight which must come from a 
literary disciplino. With notable oxceptions, criticim of this typo 
written by literary scholars tends to be rationalistic, unizaginativo, 
uncertain.s 


Promising pioneer attanpts to bring the paychology of diterary cri~ 
ticism up to date, however, have boon mdo, and tho effort to clarify the 
issues and objectives of psychologically sound criticiam would raturally 
seem to a coummity such as ours very important. Porhaps away could be 
found of including membors on an MLA Committee tho might represent pay— 
chiatric educations 


Froti Se Ie Hayakawa, Bditor of ETCs: A Roviaw of General Somntics, 
(Decembor, 1950): 


When the MLA met in New York 4n 1948 I was chairman of tho Conference 
on the Semantic Approach to Literaturo whim was oxtremely well attondeds 
T here was cortainly onough interost at the time to warrant the continue~ 
tion of this conference ani I was asked to call it again but tho prossure 
of other dutiss provonted me from doing 50.

Mr. Basler, during the years when ho was asgsociatod with tho Goorgo 
Poabody Collego for Teachers at Nashvillo, Tonne, as chairman of tho 
Department of English, used to offer a course which ho doscribes as 
follows:

Robort Be Hollman, Chairman of tho dopartmont, teaches drama aw Siotion; 
Professor Portor Ge Porrin (rhetoric and croativo writing); Profosser 
Bronts Storling (Shakospoaro and the Seventeenth Contury); Professor 
Edward Ee Bostcttor (critician and tho Romantic  poriod); 
Sophus Koith Winthor (critician ond‘tho Victorian period)» And, since 
all of thoso nen teach a mumbor of difforont courses in their various 
fiolds, our dopartnont is, in ny opinion, quito advanced in its rocog~ 
nition and application of depth psychologye
